"What other political party could havtt 
so long survived the long years of suc- 
cessive defeats In our national election*? 
The Whigs, Know Nothing* and all 
other parties suffering a few defeats, 
disintegrated, became as a dream and 
passed Into oblivion, leaving only as a 
reminder of their existence a few traces 
cn tho political history of our nation. 
Rut tho Democratic party as strong In Its 
Integrity nnd as vigorous as In Its great- 
est triumphs, still lives, the pillar of the 
people's hop* and stalwart defender of 
their rights. It lives and will continue 
to live so long as Justice needs a cham- 
pion, and so long as equality before the 
law and In governmental affairs shall he 
a part of the fabric of our republican 
form of government. 

“And why has this great party sur- 
vived the disasters of the past? Be- 
cause It Is founded on the broad prin- 
ciples of justice and equal rights to all; 
because espouses the cause of all the 
l**ople and not a special few; because 
| It believes In the constitution as almost 
a divine Instrument and favors following 
It; because It opposed to the high pro- 
I tectlve tariff that roba the consumer to 
I enrich the producer; because, in tine. It 
Is buflded on those lofty principle#, em- 
bodied In the first Inaugural of Jefferson, 
the greut founder of our party and con- 
stituting our party creed from that tim« 
to the present. 

Platform of Jefferson. 

"A better platform has never been de- 
vised. the touchstone of which Is equal 
and exact Justice to all men and bless- 
lrgs of government secured by restrain- 
ing men from Injuring one another, leav- 
ing them otherwise free to regulate thelt 
own pursuits and not taking from th# 
mouth of lab<f the bread It has earned. 
Such was the party of Jefferson; such 
the party of Jackson, and such Is It In 
this good year of the ttch century hoary 
with age. but as vigorous as when th- 
sun rose In old Virginia and shed Its 
splendor upon ita Infancy. 

"This historic party of the people Is 
rich In having ns It* fearless, fafthftt 
and conscientious advocate the peerless 
William Jennings Bryan, not of Ne- 
braska. but of the United States at large, 
whom prophecy has named our next 
Preside nt. 

Misappropriation of Trust Funds. 

"The world stands appalled at the 
startMng disclosures of the corruption 
exiNksed by the Investigation of Insurance 
companies whose officers, out of the 
trust funds that had been placed in their 
hands for the protection of widows and 
orphans, contributed to the National Re- 
publican Commit teo stupendous sums In 
return for which they were to receive 
governmental favor and protection 'and 
such legislation as they might require 
regardless of the rights of the cltlten* 
of these United States. When confront- 
ed with their turpitude, they not only 
did not deny It, but braxenly attempted 
to Justify It on the ground of expediency. 
Our moral senses have been shocked by 
other similar Instance*.

Even the 
Republican President at Washington has 
become a disciple of Democratic policies 
that In 1909 and l'.tOO w«re denounced 
throughout the land as heresies, or as 
the dreams of a visionary, nnd Is fount 
advocating and promoting the •things 
Bryan has stood for these past ten yeara 
Kentucky's Part In Battles. 

"Now. my friends, what part has our 
haloved Kentucky played In the preser- 
vation and perpetuation of I>emorratlc 
principles and Democratic beliefs nnd the 
principles and Democratic success? With

| rnocrary. unmoved by the siren and de- 
I '.reiving voice of the corruptionist, east 
| her untrammeled and loyal vote for the 
; Democrat lc candidate for President b> 

, 12,000 majority. And w'hv has Kentucky 
remained thus loyal? Why when all the 
loubtfnl states turned the other way, 

I lid she remain steudfast and unmov- 
! able? Because of her loyalty to Demo- 
•ratio teaching* and her faith In the 
•resent state administration. This *d- 
ninlst ration elected by such a handsome 
j majority and entrusted by tho people 
with the affairs of the state, has given 
to Kentucky an honest, faithful and 
conoiiiic management of public affairs, 
and has 1u all thing* done the right as 
ha* been given them to so* the right.

915.000 a year Is being paid to the ‘Chil- 
dren's H kme Society,' whose beneficent 
work Is applauded In ©very county In 
this commonwealth; 975.000 has been ap- 
propriated and paid for maintaining Ken- 
tucky's exhibits at the St. l«ouls Exposi- 
tion; 9322. 2S9 In appropriations for the 
enlargement and Improvement of ths 
asylums and penitentiaries; a home, at 
the cost of 957, 9U0. has been established 
for the maintenance and support of ths 
poor and unfortunate veteran of the 'lost 
cause' who had the manhood and ths 
courage to face even death In defense of 
what he thought was right. All this has 
be**n done with the tax rate reduced to 
GO cents, and to-day your state occupies, 
before the world, that moat enviable po- 
sition of a state absolutely free from 
debt or obligation. Few. If any. In all 
the sisterhood of states, can boast of 
such a splendid financial condition. 

New Capitol 

"A rapltol that will cost 91.280.M la 
now under construction, and will be com- 
pleted before the expiration of the term 
of the present state administration. In 
architectural splendor and mechanical 
design It will be In keeping with the 
growth and glory of our proud common- 
wealth. Wav* after wavo may roll by 
sweeping In Its resistless cour** genera- 
tions from the face of the earth, yet 
will this magnificent building stand as s 
monument to the fidelity with which the 
Commissioners have discharged the trust 
committed to them. 

No Increase in Tax Rate. 

"This will be done without Increase 
of the present rate of taxation, and 
when the capitol Is completed the tax 
rate may be reduced. As a member ol 
that administration, I am proud of Its 
record 1 am proud of the material de- 
velopment; 1 am proud of the confidence 
that has been reposed It* It. and that 
the unbounded resources of our mount 
ains and hills have become a fruitful 
field for the Investment of capital, and

School Per Capita

"Now, my feljow-cltlsens. for six and 
one-half years 1 have occupied the posi- 
tion of a public servant, four years as 
Treasurer and two anil or.e-half years a* 
Auditor. By virtue of these office* I have 
been a member of the Ruird of Valua- 
tion and Assessment As Auditor I am 
chairman of the board The duty of this 
hoard Is to assess all corporate Interests. 

1 have always sought, without fear ot 
favor, to require all su**h Interests tc 
bear their Just and due prop irt Ion of thi 
burden Of taxation, and have put forth 
an earnest effort to compel the corpora* 
tlons to come up to the fuil requirements 
of the revenue laws, and to place all In- 
terests on nn equal footing In the matter 
of taxation. The values of corporate 
franchises have been materially Increased 
during my terAire In office, and this hn* 
been accomplished without undue op- 
pression of any Interest. In strict com- 
pliance with the law. against which n n 
protest can la- registered While accom- 
plishing these results, it has always 
been my endeavor to so administer th* 
responsibilities of this office as to en- 
courage and Invite capital to Invest In 
this state, and I am pleased to note a 
most gratifying Increase In foreign capi- 
tal which Is seeking and finding Invest- 
ment here. Should I receive the nomi- 
nation and be elected to the office to 
which I aspire, my attitude will continue 
the same. And as far as Ilea In iny power, 
I will see that the laws of the common- 
wealth are Impartially enforced without 
fear of favor so that the prime objects 
of government are attained m securing 
to Mil the people of the state the rights 
of life, liberty, propert y und the pursuit 
of happiness. 

Manner of Campaign. 

"It Is my purpose lo conduct this cam- 
paign upon a high plane, and with a 
dlgnitv (ommcnmrnte wl*h the honor- 
able and • xalted position to which my 
ambition lends me to asolre No wore 
of Invective or abutu shall charncterlzr 
any utterances of mine; for when t Hie 
contest Is ended I want the victor, wheth- 
er it be myself or my opponent, to have 
the support of a united Democracy, there, 
by assuring ultimate triumph over the 
common enemy. 

"This Is a contest for supremacy with 
In the Democratic household, and I wouln 
not Indulge the character of campaign 
that would likely result In the accumu- 
lation of campaign material to t»e util- 
ised by the Republicans In !907. 

Ccn. Hays' Complaint. 

"My opponent, Mr. Hays, In his open- 
ing speech at New Castle, drew a gen- 
eral Indictment against the Democratic 
ndinlnist ration, which In excess of Irony 
he terms a machine. There are only two 
charges In hls Indictment that the slnluL 
of limitation h s not run against. Every 
charge except the one termed ‘Architects 
fees' and the oi a termed Halary ) bates 
Is made against the administration whose 
term closed on tho first Monday In Jan- 
uury. 1MM, when the present administra- 
tion, of which Mr. Hays Is a member, 
assumed control of the affairs of thr 
state. In 1U03 the nominations for state 
officers were made In a primary election, 
no principles or policies being enunciated 
In a platform. The manner In which the 
affairs of the state were being conduct- 
ed by the Democratic administration was 
promulgated as the platform upon which, 



the campaign of 1908 waa bared, and 
every speaker from every platform ax- 
tolled In language of burning eloquencs 
the wisdom, conservatism and economy 
that marked the leading characteristic# 
of that administration. Upm that plea' 
and upon that platform Mr Hays and 
the rest of us were elected by ihe largest 
majority received by a state ticket for 
nearly a quarter of a century. 

"Gen. Hays, equally with other officials 
constituting th© present state adminis- 
tration, was elected to administer the nf 
fairs of the state with a double responsi 
billty. not only to the Democrats of Ken- 
tucky, whose representatives they be- 
came. but to all tho people of the state. 
For myself 1 have intepreted that com- 
mission from party and people, to d* 
rather than shunning or not doing, anC 
standing by for the purpose of criticising 
It la a trite saying that It la much easlei 
to be critical than to be correct While 
not claiming for myself or associate* In- 
fallibility In act*. 1 do claim for theie 
and myself that In all administrative ( 
duties we have brought to their discharge 
the very best Judgment of which we 
were capable, and have discharged the*# 
duties with an eye single to the best 
Interests of the tax-paytng public. *n< 
to tho glory nnd renown of the atats 
whose agents we are. It ta a fair com- 
ment on hls speech to say that In ac- 
cusing others who have with as single 
minded purpose as he can claim en- 
deavored to aerve the at Ate he lamely 
attempts to excuse himself. 

"These criticisms are mainly direct©* 
to the several heads of 'public printing, 
•architects fees,' 'Increase of Jax and ex 
pend! lure*. ' 

"With your Indulgence, I will briefly 
note the criticisms. In the older In whlci 
he has seen proper to spook of them. 

Public Printing. 

"Under the law of the atate. public 
printing Is let to the lowest bidder It 
four separate and distinct classes Bid* 
are received u|K>n different classes. sn< 
the question to be flrat determined by 
the Priming Commission a* determining 
Ihe compensation lo be paid Is as to ths 
class lo which the particular printing be 
Itngs. In th© Teachers' Registers in< 
Trustee Record Books a question arose 
as lo which class that character of work 
belonged. It was fully dlaeussed befon 
the bourd and afterwards referred to ths 
Hon. Clifton J I'ratL the then Attorney 
General of Kentucky, then and always 
regarded as a conscientious and abls 
lawyer, and It was determined by hire 
as a matter of legal construction, as wel. 
aa by the board, that sail class of wort 
belonged to the second < Iasi and ths 
work so classified was paid for under ths 
contract at the contract pricae. no mort 
and no less. 

"This whole question considered 

by nn Investigating committee, appo.nt- 
©d by the Senate of Kentucky, which 
after hearing all tho evidence, mad© , re- 
port completely exonerating member* ol 
the board of any unlawful or Improper 
act, fixing the blame upon the terms of 
the law and nst In Ita administration by 
members of the board donate Journal. 
UU4. P. 1215. etc. 

"And again, whether the work was 
first or second class was the question 
presented In suit filed by Gen llays In 
the Fiscal Court of the state That court 
decided as Attorney Oeneral ITatt and 
the members of the b«»ard nad previously 
decided, that the work in question be- 
longed to the second clasa. 

"If Oen. Hays Is sincere In hls crit- 
icism. that the tax-paying public has 
been outraged In the particulars stated 
by him. It Is open to him to carry t hi* 
law question to the Court of Appeals, 
which, as I am advised, he has not done. 
May I venture a layman's opinion that 
the people have constituted the courts 
us final arbitrators In matters of legs 
controv ©retro, and that he would better 
try hl<* case b-fore that high tribunal be- 
fore venturing criticism of the acts am 
motives of Ills fellow • members. 

State Capitol and Architect's Fee*. 

•T have already referred *o the work 
of the commission In providing a plan 
and material that will result In Ken- 
tucky having a rapltol building worthy 
of the best aspiration* >f her people. A» 

I read Gen. Hays' criticism. It Is that 
the Capitol Commission Is to be cen- 
sured because it did not accept the plan* 
of K. K Myers, of !>etn»lt, Mich., nt 
rest of flti.OUO, promising a completion of 
a rapltol at 992K999. Forty nr more arch- 
itects were In competition. Mr. Mvdt 
was never before the board. Even Gen 
Hava did not vote for Ids plans, and 
what a capitol built upon the plans of 
Mr. Myers would have proved to la*, of 
course. Is a matter of m-rs conjecture 
The commissioners were pleased to re- 
gard Kentucky as equal In character and 
dignity V, any gentleman of the state 
or country. and entitled to the very be’ t 
result In the matter of constructing Its 
rapltol It did not Interpret Its duties 
to mean that It was going about to ob- 
tain a ‘hand-me-down’ suit, but to get 
In construction material and finish a 
good At.* meaning a result that would 
befitting. In fair, open competition Mr 
Andrews, whose work Is attested as tr 
efficiency In the magnldc**nt new hotel 
lately constructed at I.* ulsvllle and on# 
In pr«H*ess of construction at Cincinnati, 
and who*© reputation Is of the very lw*t. 
was selected. The fees to he paid for 
supervision are less than those proscribed 
by the American Association of \rrhl- 
tecta, and whatever the coat of the build- 
Irg. are limited to forty thousand dol- 
lars. and the pavment of this *urn Is 
safeguarded by provision of the contract, 
that It Is payable only upon completion 
of the building. 

"I admit It to he possible that th* 
hoard could have hired a cheap architect 
and that n capitol building could have 
been erected out of man-rial and con- 
structed In a manner thit would have 
materially reduced Its cost. 

"In this act. and In all past acts, T 
have had steadily In vl?w the cardinal 
doctrine of Democracy of er >n*>mv In 
public expenditures, but I do not 1*#*- 1 
lleve • true economy lo he synonymous' 
with either stinginess or m*\inn***s. and 
claim that true economy was observed 
In getting the best construction under 
the best available supcrlnt -ndciico. 

Increase of Taxation. 

"The statement that there ha* been 
Increase In ihe amount of revenue col- 1 
leefed Is. of course, true Gen. Hays Is 
privileged to use hls discretion In going; 
hack to the year iv*5 to get the figures of 
Income and expenditure to serve ns con- 1 
tract for like expenditures In 1996. The i 
state, ns Individual cltlavn of the state, I 
has from natural causes experienced In- J 
crease of expenditure*. It would be n 
new doctrine for n parent to deny In-! 
crease of obligation to provide expense! 
for a family of Increasing vlxe. It Is not 
out of the way to say that the popula- ! 
tlon of the state has Increased more 
lb an lu per cent. In the time mentioned.

"Oen. llays Is In error insofar ns h« 
claims there has been ati Increase of cost 
to the state In running this department 
The department tor a number of ycar> 
expended more money lor eler)c hire tjtar 
has been used during my present terrr 
as Auditor. Heretofore, when extra 
clerks were n«*#»d©d, It was paid out *»l 
Ihe department funds and chargee] ns «*\ 
tra clerk hire, but the present commis- 
sioner, having some doubt us to th* 
legality of this procedure, asked for at 
appropriation nf 91.500 and received It 
At no lime, however, was this amount 
used.
